Even the weather man was In 


good spirits at Christmas time. 


The balmy breezes which visited 


B'smarck Sunday and Monday have 
been equalled but once In the half 
century h story of the local weather 
bureau. 
The entire Northwest, as 


well as the rest of the country,' also 
enjoyed warmer weather than usual. 
Only those who like to see a deep 
blanket of snow at Christmas time 
were disappointed. 


One doesn't have to go back to the 


farthest reaches of memory of the 
oldest settler to have an equal to 
the' period, however. The weather in 
1919 was almost a duplicate of the 
present 'year thus far, the weather 
bureau reports. 


On Monday the thermometer as- 


cended to the 45 and its lowest 
resting po'nt was 28, On Sunday 
the highest was 44 and the lowest 
was 38. In 1919 the temperatures 
ranged just about the same during 
the latter part of the month, accord- 
ing to weather bureau records. Dur- 
ing the first half of December, 1919, 
as this year, the temperatures were 
very low.

Louisville, Ky., Doc. 26.—A wo- 


man's story of a quarrel, a shot and 
her vigil from dusk to dawn over 
the body of the man she k'lled was 
being checked up by police depart- 
ment investigators here today. 


"I killed my friend," Mrs. Olive L. 


Jones, .32 years old, pretty divorcee, 
announced when she entered police 
headquarters 
just 
after 
daylight 


Monday. ' She was disheveled, hys- 
terical: The men on duty discount- 
ed her statement. 


"Oh, he's dead, I shot him; you'll 


find him out there on the floor, I 
left him covered up with his own 
overcoat. 
I know he's dead. 
He 


hasn't moved for hours," she de- 
clared. 


This was the first intimation 'of- 


ficials had that 0. L. Blavck, sales 
manager for. a Louisville automo- 
bile company, had .been shot to death 
late Sunday afternoon in Mrs. Jones' 
apartment. 


Mrs. Jones sld she had fired in 


self defense. 
Black, according to 


her acount of the tragedy, became 
angry when he learned her daugh- 
ter, Clara, 17, was with her and- that 
her divorced husband, C. H. Jones of 
Cincinnati, a Louisville and Nash- 
ville baggagei master, was to visit 
h's daughter. 
Black feared, ' Mrs. 


Jones declared that a reconcllliation 
between the divorced couple would 
be effected through the visit of the 
father with Clara. 


When Black, who she declared, 


"broke up «ny 'home and' caused me 
to get a divorce," reached for a pis- 
tol on a nearby. table she seized 
the weapon first and fired. Black 
fell. How toe* h« Uy*d. she d'd not 
know. 
Sjge, covered him with his 


coat and si quilt. Later she.placed 
af screen *f chairs before the body. 
7 All night long she kept the death 
watch. ' never was she able to sum- 
mon courage to call the police. Three 
times, she declared, she went to the 
telephone, and three times 
she 


turned away. 
Clara returned

show. 
With her 
companion 
the 


daughter 
spent some time' in the 


hall. Later she went to her bedroom 
on the second floor. Mrs, Jones fin- 
ally called the girl to come down 
stairs and sleep with her. 
When 


morn'ng -came the daughter was still 
unaware of the presence in the room, 
the mother said. 


And then Mrs. Jones telephoned 


for her former husband to come to 
her. He refused. It was then that 
she. told Clara what had happened 
and sent her for her father. 
In 


the girl's absence the woman went 
to police headquarters pwid told her 
story. She was chanted with mur- 
der.

Jones, It was said, here, filed suit 


for divorce (four years ago, naming 
Black corespondent. Later the pe- 
tition was withdrawn. 
Mrs. Jones 


then filed suit charging cruelty and 
non-support 
By consent, it was. 


said, this suit was- not contested. 
Jones said yesterday he would do 
anvthlng possible to help his former 
wife. 


Already, police investigators de- 


clare, flaws have been found in the 
acount of the tragedy as given by 
Mrs. Jones. 


Black was shot in the back, E. A. 


Lsrkfl), captain of detectives said. 
This fact, he said, indicated the vic- 
tim was not taking the aggressive 
when wounded.

were powder burned, showing that 
the weapon was fired at

range. 


Two other facts also are unex- 


plained. Clara has declared, police 
say, that .she did not sleep with her 
mother any part of the tvght.

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


Some news stories appearing in The Tribune in the last |or business reasons, or both, 


several days ought to be food for thought for the man or 
wonaan who had been inclined to pessimism in discussing 
the present and future of Western North Dakota. * 


Records of the state board and university school lands, 


as related in the news columns, show that Mclntosh and 
Logan counties have the best records of any counties in 
the .state in payment of school land contracts, and the records 
themselves would be creditable in any agricultural com- 
'munity in .any state. 
The people of these counties have 


suffered from the conditions which have cause many broad- 
minded people to be diverted into «a state of unreasoning 
pessimism. There was also contained in the story the com- 
parison of the milk and cream output with a county of about 
equal .size in another section of the state, a comparison 
which lends force to the argument that prosperity in West- 
enrNorth Dakota lies through dairying and mixed farming. 


Another story traced the increase in corn growing In the 


Slope country. In addition it might"be noted that a well 
known seed expert has declared the entire Northwest will 
be looking to Western North Dakota for seed corn in the 
next few years, since the best quality of corn is found in 
this section. 


'A comparison of the dairy output in the Slope counties 


for.1916 and 1921 revealed that the amount of butterfat sold 
through cream stations increased from $789,869.05 to $2,- 
601,245.00, a truly remarkable increase. The total, impres- 
sive as it is, is amittedly, too low since direct shipments 
to creameries outside the state were not available. The 
total value of butter manufactured in Burleigh county was 
shown to have increased from $104,858.66 in 1916 to $680,- 
C2EF.95 in 1921. 


Although the lack of cars has been the subject of bitter 


complaint this very condition may prove a benefit to the 
fanners of western North Dakota, for the car tack "has' 
bulged the price of wheat and the farmer who was able to 
keep his grain in storage on his own farm will realize far 
more for it than he would if he had sold it at threshing time.

WAS BUFFALO HUNTER 


Friends Say that He "Rilled 


Probably More Buffalos 


Than "Buffalo Bill" 


John L. Hubert, one of the last of 


the Buffalo hunters of Dakota terri- 
tory, passed away yesterday morning 
at 5 o'clock at his home on 122 First 
Street at the agesof 62 years as a re- 
sult of a stroke of paralysis which 
he suffered six weeks ago. 


Mr. Hubert came to the Dakota 


Territoiy in 1878 from Amery, Wib., 
at the age of, 16 years. He hunted 
buffalo in what was then known us 
"The Little Missouri Country," with 
Ctfnnolly who/ was later warden at 
the Deer Lodge penitentiary in Mon- 
tana. He followed hunting as a pro* 
fegsion for many years and was fa- 
mous as an expert shot. Friends who 
have seen the piles of skin from ani- 
mals which he had killed assert that 
he .probably killed more buffaloes 
than "Buffalo Bill." 


He was one of the first police of- 


ficers in Bismarck and served as de- 
puty sheriff for many years. 


Ov&r 85 years ago he married Misa 


Mary Ode who is also a member of 
a pioneer family and a sister of Fred.

Oscar Erfckson, tenant whom In- 


man brought to Gillette farm, testi- 
fied that after Inman had wrested 
the axe and pitchfork away from 
MfcCutchan, the latter cursed him, 
called him vile names and threaten- 
ed to "chop him open," as Inman 
sank to the ground exhausted.
